ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote 1 Selectman 
for three years, 1 Town Clerk for one year, 1 Town Treasurer for 
one year, 1 Cemetery Agent for one year, 1 Overseer of Public 
Welfare for one year, 1 Budget Committee Member for three years, 
2 Auditors for one year, 1 Road Agent for one year, 1 Tax 
Collector for one year, 1 Health Officer for one year, 1 Deeding 
Agent for one year, 1 Trustee of Trust Funds for three years and 
any other officers required by law. 


ARTICLE 2: (By official ballot) To see if the town will amend 
the Orange Zoning Ordinance to include the amendment as 
proposed by the Planning Board. This article will be voted on 
by official ballot which will contain the following questions: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of amendment as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Orange Zoning Ordinance as 
follows?” 


The Planning Board’s amendment adds a new ARTICLE XIV. 
STEEP SLOPES CONSERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT 
and adds associated definitions to ARTICLE X. 


Topical description: This amendment is designed to preserve 
and protect the community’s steep slope areas by preventing 
soil erosion, by protecting surface waters, tree and vegetation 
cover, wildlife habitat, and natural areas, by preserving scenic 
views, and by maintaining an ecological balance. 


ARTICLE 3: (By official ballot) To se if the Town will vote to 
elect the Planning Board members according to the procedure 
set forth in RSA 673:2, II(b)(1) beginning with the 2008 
Annual Meeting. 


ARTICLE 4: (By official ballot) Do you approve of having 2 
sessions for the annual town meeting in this town, the first 
session for choice of town officers elected by an official ballot 
and other action required to be inserted on said official ballot 
and the second session, on a date set by the selectmen, for 
transaction of other business?

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $29,416.26 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for 
the purchase of equipment. Said amount to be included in Article 
15% 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE). 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be paid into the Town Road 
Improvement Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of maintaining 
Town roads.

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be paid into the Town 
House Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Town House 
building improvements. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be paid into the Town 
Document Preservation Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
restoring and preserving Town documents. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will go on record in support of 
effective actions by the President and the Congress to address the 
issue of climate change which is increasingly harmful to the 
environment and economy of New Hampshire and to the well 
being of the people of Orange. 


These actions include: 


1. Establishment of a national program requiring 
reductions of U.S. greenhouse gas emissions while 
protecting the U.S. economy. 


2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster 
rapid development of sustainable energy technologies 
thereby stimulating new jobs and investment. 


In addition, the town of Orange encourages New Hampshire 
citizens to work for emission reductions within their communities, 
and we ask our Selectmen to consider the appointment of a 
voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to save 
energy and reduce admissions. 
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The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the 

New Hampshire Congressional Delegation, to the President of the 

United States, and to the declared candidates for those offices. 
(BY PETITION) 


ARTICLE 13: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 79-A:25-a to 
account for revenues received from the land use change tax in a 
fund separate from the general fund? Any surplus remaining in the 
land use change tax fund shall not be part of the general fund until 
such time as the legislative body shall have had the opportunity at 
an annual meeting to vote to appropriate a specific amount from 
the land use change tax fund for any purpose not prohibited by the 
laws or by the constitution of this state. After an annual meeting 
any unappropriated balance of the land use change tax revenue 
received during the prior fiscal year shall be recognized as general 
fund revenue for the current fiscal year."

real estate, and that the opportunity to make such a purchase is 
likely to be lost if the time is taken to bring the matter before the 
voters at a town meeting.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board had another active and productive year 
working on the top priority goals and recommendations to 
implement the new Orange Master Plan. This report will highlight. 
what has been accomplished over the past twelve months. 


The three amendments to the Orange Zoning Ordinance, 
designed to protect and preserve the wetlands, the aquifers, and the 
shore land around ponds and lakes and along brooks and streams, 
were approved by voters by two-to-one majorities on the 2006 
Town Meeting ballot. 


Members of the Planning Board also initiated petitioned articles 
for the 2006 Town Meeting warrant. The first article was to 
establish a Conservation Commission to promote the proper 
utilization and protection of the natural resources and the 
protection of the watershed resources of Orange. This article was 
approved by the voters. The second article was to designate the 1.4 
mile undeveloped portion of Burnt Hill Road as a scenic road for 
the purposes of enhancing the scenic beauty of Orange. This article 
was also approved by the voters. The third article was to establish 
a conservation fund with revenue collected from the land use 
change tax. The voters decided to defer this matter for further 
study. A revised version of this article will appear on this year’s 
Town Meeting warrant. 


Over the years, many citizens of Orange had hoped that the 
Town could acquire more land around the Town House, since it 
was situated on a very small lot only 0.27 acre in size. Last 
January, the Planning Board sent a proposal to the Terhune family 
which had recently purchased the land adjacent to the Town House. 
The proposal outlined the recommendation from the master plan to 
acquire more land to establish an undeveloped natural woodland 
buffer around the Town House to protect and preserve its scenic 
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and historic setting in a permanent manner. The Terhune family 

- responded with a very generous offer to donate two acres of their 
land for that purpose. The warrant article to accept the gift of the 
two acres of land was approved by the voters. The members of the 
Planning Board, on behalf of all the citizens of Orange, extend 
their deep appreciation to the Terhune family for their thoughtful 
and generous gift of land. The Planning Board also extends its 
appreciation to Scott Sanborn who donated his services to 
complete the survey and the annexation plan for the transfer of the 
land to the Town. 


For the past year, the Board has been researching, developing, 
revising and fine-tuning an amendment to the Orange Zoning 
Ordinance to protect and preserve the steep slope areas in the 
community. The proposed amendment to establish a Steep Slopes 
Conservation Overlay District was taken to two public hearings in 
December and January. The basic purposes of this amendment will 
be to prevent soil erosion, to protect surface waters, tree and 
vegetative cover and wildlife habitat, to preserve scenic views, and 
to maintain an ecological balance. It will appear on a written ballot 
on Town Meeting Day. The Planning Board encourages voters to 
support this amendment by voting yes. 


This past year, two valuable members of the Planning Board 
stepped down after several years of service. Scott Sanborn first 
joined the Board in January, 2000, serving as a citizen member and 
then as a Selectmen’s Representative. Scott brought his years of 
experience and expertise as a professional licensed surveyor to the 
Board. George Smith, appointed to the Board in June, 2000, also 
brought a wealth of experience and expertise to the Planning 
Board. Both Scott and George were loyal and dedicated members, 
contributing their sound judgment, their common sense, and their 
fair-mindedness to all our deliberations. They always supported 
what was in the best interest of our entire community. The Board 
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of Selectmen have appointed Patricia Mercer and Steven Hennig as 
the new members of the Planning Board. 


Again, I would like to thank the members of the Planning Board 
for their dedication and commitment to our community. And we 
again thank the citizens of Orange for your interest and support, 
and invite you to continue to help us promote our community’s 
vision for the future as stated in the Master Plan: 


“Over the next ten years, Orange should remain a rural 
residential community with a small town atmosphere, 
protecting its natural and historic resources, preserving its 
scenic beauty and rural character, sustaining its uncrowded 
and quiet living conditions, and maintaining those special 
qualities that make Orange a desirable place to live.”

ORANGE CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 

In March of 2006 the Town of Orange voted to establish a 
Conservation Commission. There are seven active members and 
two alternates. 

In our first year we have written a brochure explaining the 
functions of a Conservation Committee and the NHRSAs that 
guide us. The brochure is available at the Town House. 

We have established subcommittees to study specific 
conservation issues. 

Our Natural Resource Inventory (NRI), the purpose of which is 
to “keep an index of all open space and natural , aesthetic or 
ecological areas,” continues to be updated by the Orange 
Conservation Committee. 

We have adopted bylaws and will adapt them as we grow. 
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The Orange Conservation Commission invited two members of 
the Forest Society, to speak about their Ouabbin to Cardigan 
project. An eventual greenway from Quabbin Reservoir in 
Massachusetts to Mount Cardigan will be preserved if at all 
possible. The Orange Conservation Commission may be able to 
provide assistance to the long term goal. 

This year the Orange Conservation Commission is presenting 
two warrant articles to the Town. We propose that the land use 
penalty tax ( money paid to the town when a land owner takes 
his/her land out of current use) be put into a conservation fund/ 
Capital Reserve Fund. Monies from that fund could not be spent 
without the town’s approval. The fund could support 
improvements of the Town House, archival restoration, and care of 
town owned properties. 

At the end of this year, $145.88 remained out of the $500.00 
dollars allotted to the Conservation Commission. Expenses were 
for an educational brochure, printing, stationary and postage. In 
addition to joining the New Hampshire Association of 
Conservation Commissions, all members have received a copy of 
the handbook for NH Municipal Conservation Commissions. 


In the next year we will be exploring the legal and technical 
aspects of establishing a Conservation Fund whereby private 
individuals can donate money, land and conservation easements to 
the town. In 2007 there are significant tax incentives for donating 
conservation easements on land. Further information is available 
from the Forest Society at 224-9945. 

We continue to enjoy serving the town’s conservation needs.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 2006 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 
227-L;17) A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless 
the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open 
burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact 
the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s 
forest resources. For more information contact the Division of 
Forests & Lands (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very high during the first several weeks of the 
2006 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued by the National 
Weather Service and extreme danger in many sections of the state. 
The largest forest fire during this period occurred in late April and 
burned 98 acres. The extremely dry conditions in spring resulted 
in over twice the amount of acreage burned than in all of 2005. Our 
statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the 
fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland 
urban interface damaged 6 structures, a constant reminder that 
forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves 
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and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information 
and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and 
fire safe!

GRAFTON COUNTY SENIOR CITIZENS COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 2006 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council is a private nonprofit 
organization that provides programs and services to support the 
health and well being of our older citizens. The Council’s 
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programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their 
own homes and communities for as long as possible. 
The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, 
Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, the 
information and assistance program Grafton County ServiceLink 
and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer 
Center (RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older 
adults and their families take part in a range of community-based 
long-term services including home delivered meals, congregate 
dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair 
services, recreational and educational programs, and volunteer 
opportunities. 
During 2006, 10 older residents of Orange were served by one or 
more of the Council’s programs offered through the Mascoma Area 
Senior Center: 
* Older adults from Orange enjoyed 287 balanced meals 
in the company of friends in the center’s dining room. 
* 258 hot, nutritious home delivered meals were brought to an 
Orange resident by a caring volunteer. 

* Orange residents received assistance, including MedicareD 
Assistance and help with problems or issues of long-term 
care through 13 visits by a trained social worker or contacts 
with ServiceLink. 

* Orange’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents 
and skills to work for a better community through 562 
hours of volunteer service. 

The cost to provide Council services for Orange residents in 2006 
was $3,575 

Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to 
remain in their own homes and out of institutional care in spite of 
chronic health problems and increasing physical frailty, saving tax 
dollars which would otherwise be expended for nursing home care. 
They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends 
and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services 
such as those offered by the Council become even more critical. 
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Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates 
Orange’s support for our programs that enhance the independence 
and dignity of older citizens and enable them to meet the 
challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own 
communities and homes.

REPORT FROM THE CHAIR 


We have as usual, (and as we like it) had a fairly quiet year in the 
Selectmen’s office. 


We are in the final stages of completing the acquisition of two 
acres surrounding the Town House Lot which the Terhune Family 
Trust has most kindly donated to the Town. Thanks to Robert 
Proulx for approaching the Terhunes, and for spearheading the 
effort to add this protective buffer to the Town House lot. 


Thanks also to our Road Agent George White, who has 
continued to work with a minimal budget and, with the assistance 
of Richard Remacle Construction, do a great job of keeping our 
roads well maintained. He also, with the help of Police Chief 
Andy Ware worked with FEMA to obtain additional funding for 
the town to repair damage from the copious rains we had last 
spring and early summer. 


We have made progress in our efforts to preserve our ancient 
town records. The three oldest ledgers (the oldest dating back to 
the 1790’s) have been cleaned, and the pages laminated and re- 
bound by Brown’s River Record Preservation Services of Brown’s 
River, VT. Our next push will be for a fireproof cabinet in which 
to catalog and store our old records. We are also still exploring 
sources of grant money to assist with our efforts. 
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I’m sure most of you noted that there was a significant increase 
in the school portion of your tax bill last year. This was due 
primarily to an increase in the number of students from Orange 
attending district schools. Because we have such a small number 
of students, a difference of even a few children results in a 
significant percentage of change in the amount we are required to 
contribute. The Board of Selectmen will be reviewing the numbers 
for the coming year as always, to ensure we are being charged for 
the correct number of students. 


In an effort to streamline our record-keeping, we have, this year, 
installed new assessment software for maintenance of property 
valuation data. While this will cost around $800.00 annually to 
maintain licensure and keep the program updated, it will make it 
much easier for us to keep track of property data and values, track 
assessment changes, and obtain the information needed for our 
annual reports to the NH Dept. of Revenue and Administration. 
We again have a contract with Commerford, Neider & Perkins, 
LLC to perform our “pick-ups’’( assessment updates/revisions) for 
the coming year. While this is never a perfect process, we feel it is 
important to maintain consistency by using the same firm year to 
year. The goal is to maintain a fair distribution of our tax burden, 
and we ask our residents’ and non-residents’ cooperation with 
these folks as they go about their business. 


The Board again wishes to convey its utmost gratitude to Pat 
White for her invaluable assistance to us and her service to the 
Town in many capacities. 


As always, the Board welcomes input from our residents We are 
here to serve each and every one of you in the best interest of our 
fine community. May all of you have a healthy and prosperous 
2007.

March 14, 2006 


Meeting called to order 7:00 pm by Daniel Hazelton, Danny read: 


Article 1: Election of Officers. Charlie Sova made a motion to 
dispense with the reading of the complete article. Motion passed 


Article 2: To see if the town will amend the Orange Zoning 
Ordinance to include the three amendments as proposed by the 
Planning Board. This article will be voted on by official ballot 
which will contain the following questions: 

“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Orange Zoning Ordinance 
as follows?” 

XI. SHORE LAND OVERLAY DISTRICT and adds associated 
definitions to ARTICLE X. 

“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Orange Zoning Ordinance 
as follows?” 

The Planning Board’s Amendment No. 2 adds a new ARTICLE

Bob Proulx stated 
that he had met with two ladies in Concord regarding this they both 
stated that the roof could be changed if the decorative edge around 
the top is not destroyed. Barbara Smith asked” what type of roof is 
being considered? Dave Stacy plans to use architectural shingles.

The purpose of 
the commission will be to promote the proper utilization and 
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protection of the natural resources and for the protection of the 
watershed resources of Orange. 
Moved by Charlie Sova, 2" by Dorothy Heinrichs 

Charlie Sova proposed an amendment to the article- to see if the 
Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A and establish 
a Conservation Commission, consisting of 7 members to be 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen as authorized by RSA 36-A:3 
Charlie stated that RSA36 says that the Town must adopt the RSA 
first. Charlie does not believe that the Town has done so. Also, the 
RSA makes no provision for a member of the Board of Selectmen 
to be a member of the Commission. It just says that a member of 
the Planning Board may be a member. He believes and encourages 
this Board of Selectmen, and any in the future, to have a member 
be a part of the Commission. With that in mind he increased the 
number of members so that there could be five members from the 
community to participate on the Commission. 

Bob Proulx said “as the person who initiated this article I agreed 
with the increase of Commission members to 7.” Bob went on to 
explain what the Conservation Commission would accomplish; 

As aresult of our new Master Plan, the Planning Board 
established a subcommittee of citizens to develop a Natural 
Resource Inventory. Over the past year and a half, that committee 
has researched, developed and published the first draft of a Natural 
Resources Inventory for Orange. 

What is a Conservation Commission? 

A Conservation Commission is a municipal body created by a vote 
of Town Meeting to protect and ensure appropriate use of our 
natural and watershed resources. 

What is the responsibilities of a Conservation 
Commission? 

e To research and prepare a natural resources inventory 

e To promote the conservation and wise use of our 
community’s natural resources. 

e To coordinate community efforts on natural resource issues. 
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e To act as the official liaison with the NH Wetlands Board 
on development issues in town. 
e To receive and manage gifts of land for conservation 
purposes with the approval of the voters at Town Meeting. 
The Conservation Commission is not a regulatory or judicial body. 
They are instead, a research, educational and advisory body for the 
community. 
Frank Giner asked if we have a commission now? 
Bob Proulx said no, just an unofficial subcommittee of residents. 
The Commission needs to be established by Town Meeting. 
Vote to accept the amendment: to see if the Town will vote to 
adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A and establish a Conservation 
Commission, consisting of 7 members to be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen as authorized by RSA 36-A:3. passed. 
Vote the article as amended. Passed 


Article 11: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 79-A;25, II to 
place all future revenue collected from the land use change tax in a 
conservation fund in accordance with RSA 36-A:5, III? The 
revenues shall be deposited in the conservation fund at the time of 
collection. 

Moved by Dorothy Heinrichs, 2" by Don Pfaefflin. 

Discussion: Kathy Stacy asked what the purpose of the money 
would be? 

Bob Proulx explained what land use tax is: 

The Land Use Change Tax is the official name for what many of 
us call the current use penalty tax. When property owners have 
their land in current use and then decide to develop it for a 
homesite, they are assessed a penalty of 10% of the assessed value 
of that first acre. With our new town-wide appraisal, the value of 
that first acre homesite is now assessed at $25,000 which would 
require the landowner to pay a land use change tax of $2,500.00. 
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Many cities and towns throughout New Hampshire place this 
revenue in a Conservation Fund rather than placing it in the general 
fund as Orange does now. 

That revenue in the Conservation Fund accumulates over the 
years, and serves as seed money for matching grants, conservation 
easements, and possible future acquisition of important and 
sensitive conservation lands in our community. Many of our 
neighboring communities have established a Conservation Fund 
with this revenue. 

In the last 8 years we have collected $10,625.00. It is not big 
money but if something does come up to purchase sensitive land 
we would have seed money. It 1s just an option. 

Nate Harpootlian ; You said $2500, the new assessment is $50,000 
we would be collecting $5,000 is that correct? Bob turned that 
question over to Charlie Sova to explain. Charlie said that 
developed land including a well and septic is valued at $50,000. 
Undeveloped land is now assessed at $25,000 we would be 
collecting $2500.00 per acre. 

Bob Stratton asked that the article state the use of the money in 
more detail .Danny asked if he wished to make an amendment? He 
is not sure if it is necessary. 

Charlie is bothered by the accountability of the Conservation 
Commission. They can do what they want with this money 
without going to Town Meeting. All they need to do is have a 
public meeting. Frank Giner asks if the Selectmen choose the 
Committee members don’t they have jurisdiction over the 
members? Charlie states no, once the committee has been 
appointed they can go forward with their duties without consulting 
the Selectmen. 

Bob feels that they jumped into this article to soon he is not 
happy with the advise he received on writing the article. 

Edith Sova feels the money should be put into the general fund.. 

Sharon Proulx proposed to amend the article to read as follows 
RSA 79A25II to place all future revenue from the land use change 
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to be placed in a Conservation Fund at the time of collection and 
any expenditures be voted on at Town Meeting. 2" by Bruce Ells. 
Discussion:. Nate Harpootlian asked if that meant that expenditure 
will not be done until Town Meeting? Sharon indicated that to be 
correct. Nate asked what happens in the mean time? Sharon feels 
that if it goes into the general fund and the end of the year comes 
the money is gone. If you have it in a fund it doesn’t disappear. 
Dave Stratton feels that the commission should be able to spend 
money if need be. Pat Mercer asked if a special town meeting 
could be called for that purpose? Charlie doesn’t think we can 
because you would be appropriating money out of a fund and 
would need to go to Superior Court to get permission for the 
meeting. .Not usually done unless it is an emergency. 

Charlie said that RSA79A-25II states that any money not spent 
during the year is to be returned to the Town so, the money would 
end up in the general fund anyway. Sharon withdrew her 
amendment Bruce Ells 2"? withdrawal. 

Bob Proulx wants to come back next year with a new clearly 
written article that the towns people will feel comfortable with. 

Dick Jeager moved to table the article until next year. Don 
Pfaefflin said that the article should not be tabled as they want to 
change it for next year this would bring back the original article. 
Dick withdrew his move. 

Vote the original article — defeated

Article 13: Persuant to a petition of 10 or more legal voters, to see 
if the Town will vote to designate the undeveloped portion of 
Burnt Hill Road starting at the intersection with Cardigan 
Mountain Road to a distance of 1.4 miles at the entrance of the 
Senter Gravel Pit as scenic under the provisions of RSA231:157 
and 158, for the purposes of protecting and enhancing the scenic 
beauty of Orange. 
Moved by Sharon Proulx , 2" Dorothy Heinrichs 
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Discussion: Charlie Sova asked the Road Agent to speak regarding 
this article. George White felt that the Town should do any 
necessary road improvements before it be voted as a scenic road. 
Once it becomes a scenic road we can’t do anything. It is beautiful 
but very narrow, in the winter it is very difficult. In the spring it is 
not much better. 

Bob Proulx asked what improvements he was recommending. 
George White said it is not wide enough. In some areas is only one 
car width. It can be widened but would cost a lot of money. Bob 
Proulx responded that Burnt Hill Road is a a pure scenic road. To 
remove ledge to widen it would remove the scenic beauty not to 
mention the 50 rare species found there. He has spoken with 2 of 
the abutters and they both are in agreement with this article. The 
NH State Forest is the third abutter and Norco Corp is the last. 
They did not respond to the notice of the Towns’ intention. 
Barbara Ells asked what restriction would the Town be held to? 
Bob stated that the Town could not take down trees larger than 15 
inches in diameter 4 feet from the ground or remove stone walls. If 
a tree is deemed a danger it could be removed. 

George Smith said he would like to leave the road as is and 
widen it as far as possible with gravel. Kathy Stacy asked if the 
school bus used the road to carry children? Not at this time.

Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift of two 
acres of land adjacent to the Orange Town House from the Terhune 
Family Limited Partnership. The land will be maintained as an 
undeveloped natural woodland buffer around the Town House to 
protect and preserve its scenic and historic setting in a permanent 
manner. The Selectmen are authorized to execute such documents 
and take such other action as may be necessary to carry out the 
intent and purpose of this vote.

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Discussion Barbara Smith asks why we want to accept property we 
cannot do anything with? Sharon Proulx said the taxes on the 
property at this time is $14.00 as the property is in current use. 

Bob Proulx said it would act as a buffer zone for the Town 
House. He wrote to the Terhune Family and asked if they would 
consider selling the Town land for this purpose. They turned 
around and said they would give it to the Town as a gift with these 
considerations. He feels that as the only Municipal Building the 
Town has needs this to protect it. The building of a parking lot or a 
tool shed etc. would only take away from the beauty of a building 
of such historical value. 

Kathy Stacy asked if this would interfere with the drainage 
problem we experienced in the Town House. Charlie Sova said no 
that the problem was in the front. 

Dorothy Heinrich said that such a gift to the Town needs to be 
accepted. 

Charlie Sova said that there would be some expense with 
acquiring this property. Scott Sanborn has donated his time to 
survey the property for the Town 
Vote on the article: Passed 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $213,675 for town expenses as called for by the budget, 
submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 
Moved by Frank Giner, 2" by Charlie Sova 
Discussion: Charlie Sova presented an amendment to the article. 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$225,675 for town expenses as called for by the budget, submitted 
by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto.” 
Edith Sova 2nd. 

Charlie explained that the Selectmen wanted to put $3000.00 
more in the Police Budget. A dispatch change last year, cost of 
mileage up from cost of gas, or any additional thing comes up that 
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would require extra attention. Andy Ware is up to date with his 
bill. 

Stuart Smith proposed that the remaining funds in the 
amendment (9,000) be put into the Highway Budget. He feels that 
the Road Agent would be more comfortable with the extra money 
as the roads are not in good shape. 

George White spoke to the need for the extra money. Mud season 
is here and the roads are terrible. They are terrible mostly because 
no gravel has been put on them for at least 4 years. Now most of 
the roads are at sub grade. Cross Road is terrible.. If I could get 
extra money for gravel it would be good. There are other things 
that are needed. Culverts need to be replaced, guard rails are in 
need of repair or replaced. This is now a safety factor. Frank Giner 
asked if we spent $92,000 last year? Charlie said that that was 
correct. Most of that money was spent in the winter due to bad 
winter. 

Frank asked what happened to the reimbursement by FEMA? 
Wasn’t that given to us for repair of the road damage? Did we use 
that for road repair?. Charlie said that it was put into the general 
fund as the money had already been spent and the FEMA money 
was a reimbursement.. We spent much more last year on the winter 
budget than was planned so we couldn’t spend it in the summer. 
Beverly Ells asked why we asked for less money for the highway 
budget than we spent last year? Obviously if we spent that much 
last year we will spend it this year. 

Bob Proulx spoke of the history of increasing the highway budget 
over the last three years. George had asked the Budget Committee 
this year for $30,000. The Budget Committee felt that if they gave 
him an increase of approximately 10,000 over the next three years 
it would be easier for the tax payer. The 92,000 spent last year was 
because it was a very unusual year. The Budget Committee felt 
that 92,000 wouldn’t be needed this year. 

Dick Jeager asked if George doesn’t get to spend the full 
appropriation does the money stay in the highway account? 
Charlie said no, it reverts back to the general fund. Dick doesn’t 
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feel that George will have a problem spending the money as he has 
been taking walks throughout Town and the roads are indeed in 
bad shape. 

Nate Harpootlian asked if this is approved would that bring us 
up over the budget allowed? 

Danny said that we have only gone up $12,000. we are well 
within our allowed budget. Bob Proulx said that the $6,000 that 
was put into the Capital Reserve Fund for the roof is not included 
in the 10% increase allowed. Frank Giner said that we have had a 
pretty mild winter so far. Why pay tax to raise extra money if we 
are going to loose it? Scott Sanborn said you don’t loose it .The 
taxes we pay are based on what we actually use. 

George Smith would like to have the $9,000 used for gravel 
only. He feels that the 
Road Agent should ask for the best price from Richard Remacle, 
Hammond Gravel and Bob Senter and prepay for the gravel 
required. George White agreed to do this. Sophie Seece would like 
the Town to keep in mind the quality of the gravel. George White 
said that it is well known that Hammonds gravel is better and very 
expensive. Richard Remacle has given the Town good gravel too. 
Bob Senter does intend to crush gravel this spring. Richard 
Remacle said that he doesn’t care whose gravel he delivers. 

Vote to accept amendment to the article: passed 
Vote on the amended article: passed 


Article 16: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees and 
officers and pass any vote relative thereto: 
Discussion: Danny Hazelton wanted to say thank you to the 
Scholarship Committee for that great job they did tonight with that 
great dinner. Thanks to the Board of Selectmen for great job in 
managing Town affairs. One more thank you to my staff who 
helps me. 

Alice Smith had a response to the Auditor’s Report found in this 
Town Report; 
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Regarding the item in the Town Auditor’s report I would like to 
respond: 

“We the Trustees, were under the assumption that when funds 
were to be expended from either the Capital Reserve Accounts, or 
the Trustee of Trust Funds accounts, that the Department 
requesting the disbursement should be the ones to provide a 
voucher or invoice, and copies of bills provided to show that the 
funds were going for the purpose intended. This is to provide a 
good paper trail and documentation for any funds disbursed. This 
is for proper record keeping and according to the State of New 
Hampshire Statutes. 

In the past the Selectmen had presented a voucher and bill of 
sale, or receipts to show why these withdrawals were made. This 
was requested this year when a large amount (22,700.00) for the 
payment for the Town-wide reappraisals. This was our only 
disbursement from any of these accounts. In our records I have a 
copy of the check and a Statement from one of the Selectmen 
stating the purpose of this expenditure. 

So, I feel that the voucher should originate in the Selectmen’s 
Office to the Trustee of the Trust Funds. A Voucher means(a 


written evidence of payment, a receipt..) Also, a guarantee, or 
assurance of fact, to support, or uphold with evidence, and back 


with proof. 
I have prepared some Vouchers that can be used by the Trustees 


if we are the ones to originate them. These forms require the 
signature of at least two Selectmen, and state the purpose, and 
other details. But, when funds are disbursed from other 
departments vouchers do originate from the Selectmen’s Office. 

This statement is in no way a criticism of any of the Selectmen or 
Auditors, as I have great respect for them and all that they do for 
the Town of Orange. This is expressed for the sole purpose of 
clarifying this matter, so that each department is in compliance 
with State statutes. Trustees are held accountable for their actions, 
and we want to keep accurate records.”
